commodtties ſo bꝛought to be ſold oꝛ offered, oꝛ ſet to ſale vpon any Sabboth day as afo e- 
ſaid. And we doe hereby further in his Mateſties name, charge and command all Mapoze, 
Poꝛtriffes, Bayliffes, Soueraignes, Burgomaſters, and other chiefe Officers of the ſeuc- 
rall market Townes, and euerie ot them reſpectinely within his oꝛ their owniurtſdictions, 
to ſeiſe vpon all ſuch wares. victuales and commodities as ſhall be bꝛought to be lold, offe⸗ 


red oꝛ ſet to ſale in any Towne oz Townes within this Kingdome vpon any Sabbath 


dap, contrarie to the Tenoꝛ of this Our Pꝛoclamation t the ſame by the aduiſe of the ſeue⸗ 
ral Uicars of the Churches ofthe ſaid Townes. ſeuerally and reſpectiuely to diſpoſe of, and 
diſtrihute, to ſome ſuch charitable and pious vles, eyther koꝛ the maintenance of ſuch pode 
Schollers,02 reliefe of ſuch other pooꝛe people.confoꝛmable in Religion as by the ſaid ſ:ue- 
rall Uicars reſpectinely ſhall be thought fit. And Wee doe hereby further in his Maeſties 
name, charge and command alwell the Shiriffe of euerie ſeuerall countie within this king⸗ 
dome, as alſo all Juſtices of the Peace, Conſtables, Bayliffes.,# all other Officers in their 
ſeueral counties. reſpectuely to be ayding x aſſiſting to the chiefe officers of the ſaid townes, 
and toenery oł them. in the execution of this Pur warrant and Pzoclamation : And the 
Sbhiriffesin their ſeuerall counties, are reſpectinely thꝛoughout this Kingdome,. to publiſh 
this P:oclaimation,# eſpecially in thoſe Townes that keepe their Markets vpon the Sab:
